Trust;  he  was  the  pioneer  to  lead  competing  American 
Base  Ball  teams  to  a  foreign  land ;  he  took  two  champion 
teams  to  Great  Britain  in  1 874,  and  two  others  on  a  tour  of 
the  world  in  1 888-9 ;  he  was  present  at  the  birth  of  the 
National  League,  and  has  done  as  much  as  any  livmg 
American  to  uphold  and  prolong  the  life  of  this  great  pioneer 
Base  Ball  organization. 

When  A.  G.  Spalding   talks  about  America's  National 
Game  he  speaks  by  authority  of  that  he  does  know,  because 


he  has  been  in  the  councils  of  the  management  whenever 
there  have  been  times  of  strenuous  endeavor  to  purge  it 
from  abuses  and  keep  it  clean  for  the  people  of  America 
—  young  and  old 

In  this  work  Mr,  Spalding,  after  explaining  the  causes 
that  led  him  into  the  undertaking,  begins  with  the  inception 
of  the  sport ;  shows  how  it  developed,  by  natural  stages 
from  a  boy  with  a  ball  to  eighteen  men,  ball,  bats  and  bases ; 
gives  credit  for  the  first  scientific  application  of  system  to 
the  playing  of  the  game  to  Abner  Doubleday,  of  Coopers- 
town,  N.  Y.:  treats  of  the  first  Base  Ball  club ;  shows  how 
rowdyism  terrorized  the  sport  in  its  early  days ;  how  gam- 
bling and  drunkenness  brought  the  pastime  into  disfavor 
with  the  masses,  and  how  early  organizations  were  unable 
to  control  the  evils  that  insidiously  crept  in.  He  then 
draws  a  series  of  very  forceful  pictures  of  the  struggle  to 
eradicate  gambling,  drunkenness  and  kindred  evils,  and  shows 
how  the  efforts  of  strong  men  accomplished  the  salvation  of 
the  great  American  game  and  placed  it  in  the  position  it  occu- 
pies to-day — the  most  popular  outdoor  pastime  in  the  world. 

Interspersed  throughout  this  interesting  book  are  remin- 
iscences of  Mr.  Spalding's  own  personal  observations  and 
experiences  in  the  game  as  player,  manager  and  magnate, 
covering  a  period  of  many  years.  Some  of  these  stories 
deal  with  events  of  great  import  to  Base  Ball,  and  others 
have  to  do  with  personal  acts  and  characteristics  of  players 
prominent  in  the  game  in  earlier  days — old  time  favorites 
like  Harry  and  George  Wright,  A.  C.  Anson,  Mike  Kelly, 
Billy  Sunday  and  others. 

This  book  should  be  in  the  library  of  every  father  in 
the  land,  for  it  shows  how  his  boy  may  be  built  up  physically 
and  morally  through  a  high-class  pastime.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

NAME    AND    OBJECT 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  x^ssociation  shall  be  The  New 
England  Inter- Collegiate  Athletic  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  inter-collegiate  competition  in  track  athletics  among  the  col- 
leges which  are  members  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II 
Membership 

Section  i.  Membership  in  this  Association  shall  be  limited 
to  New  England  colleges  in  good  standing. 

Sec.  2.  Any  college  in  New  England  desiring  to  be  admitted 
to  this  Association  shall  present  to  the  Secretary  of  said  Asso- 
ciation a  written  official  notice  to  that  effect  four  weeks  in 
advance    of    the    Annual    Convention. 

Sec.  3.  All  applications  for  membership  shall  be  voted  upon 
at  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Association,  when,  if  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  colleges  represented  vote  in  favor  thereof,  such 
college  or  colleges  applying  shall  be  admitted  to  this  Association. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  admission  to  the  Association  an  initiation  fee 
of  Twenty-Five  Dollars  ($25.00)  shall  be  paid  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  5.  Any  associate  college  not  holding  at  least  one  inter- 
collegiate track  meet  each  year,  other  than  the  N.E.I.C.A.A.  or 
the  I.C.A.A.A.A.  meet,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
to  be  paid  at  or  before  the  next  Annual  Convention,  or,  in 
default  of  such  payment  shall  forfeit  its  membership  in  the 
Association.  Evidence  of  such  an  athletic  meeting  held  during 
the  preceding  calendar  year  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Association  before  the  Annual  Convention. 
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Sec.  6.  Each  associate  college  agrees  to  accept  the  rules  of  this 
Association. 

ARTICLE  III 

This  Association  shall  remain  as  an  independent  organiza- 
tion, governed  by  its  own  laws. 

ARTICLE  IV 

GOVERNMENT 

Section  i.  The  government  and  general  supervision  of  the 
afifairs  of  this  Association  shall  be  intrusted  to  a  convention 
composed  of  managers  regularly  elected  by  the  associate  colleges. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Convention  of  this  Association  shall  be 
held  in  Boston,  at  ii  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the  Saturday  in  February 
on  which  the  Boston  Athletic  Association  meet  is  held. 

Sec.  3.  Special  conventions  of  this  Association  may  be  called 
by  the  President  or  at  the  request  of  any  three  colleges  of  the 
Association,  provided  that  a  notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
sent  tL  each  college  at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  assigned 
for  such  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  immediate  management  of  this  Association  shall 
be  intrusted  to  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent (ex-officio),  the  retiring  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and 
three  members  appointed  by  the  President  at  the  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Association  for  a  term  of  one  year.  No  college 
shall  have  more  than  one  representative  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, it  being  understood  that  the  ex-Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  be  the  only  representatives  from  their  respective  colleges 
on  this  Committee.  Vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  arising  from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  college  of  which  the  member  is  a  student.  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  Association  shall  attend  and  officiate  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

Sec.  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  draw  up  a  written 
agreement  or  contract  covering  all  conditions  with  the  party 
under  whose  auspices  any  athletic  meeting  of  the  Association 
shall  be  held. 
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Sec.  6.  An  Annual  Field  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  before  the  last  Saturday  in  May,  at  such  a 
place  and  under  such  auspices  as  the  Association  shall  decide 
at  the  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  7. .  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  Thursday  even- 
ing before  the  Annual  Field  Meeting  of  the  Association  for  the 
consideration  of  protests  and  such  other  business  as  may  come 
up,  and  the  Committee  shall  also  meet  directly  after  the  close 
of  the  Annual  Field  Meeting  to  award  the  championship. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Committee  of  three  com- 
posed of  alumni  of  colleges  members  of  the  Association,  one 
to  be  appointed  each  year  by  the  President  of  the  Association 
directly  following  his  election,  from  a  list  of  names  submitted 
by  the  various  colleges  The  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years 
Each  college  may  have  but  one  representative  on  the  Committee 
at  one  time.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  regarded  as 
delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention  and  shall  be  treated  as  such. 
The  Advisory  Committee  shall  have  the  right  of  speech  at  the 
Annual  Convention,  but  shall  have  no  vote, 

ARTICLE  V 

representation 

Section  i.  At  all  conventions  of  this  Association  each  col- 
lege shall  be  represented  by  not  more  than  one  delegate — the 
manager  or  acting-manager  of  the  track  team. 

Sec.  2,     No  voting  by  proxy  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  pointed  out  that  when  the  President  of  the 
Association  is  the  only  representative  of  his  college,  that  that 
college  shall  lose  its  vote,  except  in  case  of  a  tie. 

ARTICLE  VI 
officers 
The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Executive  Committee. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot.  A  majority  vote  of  all 
the  colleges  represented  at  the  Annual  Convention  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  election. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

FINANCE 

Section  i.  Each  college  of  the  Association  shall  pay  Fifteen 
Dollars  as  a  yearly  assessment,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  on 
or  before  the  date  on  which  the  entries  for  the  Annual  Field 
Meeting  close,  or  contestants  from  that  college  shall  be  debarred 
from  taking  part  in  the  Field  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  deficiency  shall  occur  an  assessment  shall 
be  levied  equally  on  the  associate  colleges  to  meet  said  deficiency. 

Sec.  3.  The  Executive  Committee  may  declare  a  dividend 
from  the  surplus  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300),  in 
the  treasury  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Convention.  This  shall 
be  divided  among  the  colleges  entitled  to  receive  the  same  in 
the  following  proportions :  The  total  number  of  the  com- 
petitors actually  competing  times  the  number  of  miles  from  their 
respective  colleges  to  the  place  of  the  field  meet,  divided  into 
the  dividend  declared,  will  give  the  apportionment  per  man  per 
mile. 

Sec.  4.  All  bills  against  the  Association  shall  receive  the 
approval  and  signature  of  the  President  before  payment  by  the 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  5.  Expenses  incurred  in  executing  the  business  of  the 
Association  shall  be  paid  the  ol^cers,  the  Executive  Committee 
and  such  other  committees  only  as  are  duly  appointed  by  the 
Convention   or   the   President. 


ARTICLE  VIII 
expulsion 

Section  i.  Any  college  may  be  expelled  from  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  Annual  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  colleges  in  the  Association.  The  Secretary,  however,  must 
serve  an  official  notice  upon  the  college  against  which  the  charges 
are  preferred,  and  also  notify  the  other  colleges  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  such  proceedings  at  least  ten  days  before  the  Associa- 
tion Convention. 

Sec    2.     Causes    for   which   a   college   may   be   expelled    from 
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the  Association  shall  be:  Failure  to  pay  all  assessments  and 
fines  under  the  conditions  hereinbefore  provided  for;  refusal 
to  abide  by  the  decisions  of  the  referee;  participation  in  any 
transaction  by  which  the  good  name  of  the  Association  may- 
be imperiled ;  failure  to  start  at  least  three  men  in  every  Field 
Meeting,  of  the  Association.  Any  college  so  expelled  can  be 
readmitted  only  in  the  manner  in  which  outside  colleges  become 
members. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Section  i.  Any  vacancies  in  the  list  of  officers  occurring  dur- 
ing the  year  from  any  cause  whatsoever  shall  be  filled  by  the 
college  of  which  said  officer  is  or  was  a  member. 

Sec.  2.  Notice  of  any  such  vacancy  filled  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Secretary  within  fourteen  (14)  days.  The  Secretary  shall 
thereupon  notify  the  associate  colleges  of  the  change. 

ARTICLE  X 

Section  i.  No  one  who  is  not  an  amateur  shall  compete  in 
the  games  of  this  Association. 

An  athlete  has  forfeited  his  right  to  compete  as  an  amateur, 
and  has  thereby  become  a  professional,  by — 

(a)  Ever  having  competed  in  an  open  competition,  i.  e.,  a 
competition  the  entries  to  which  are  open  to  all,  irrespective 
as  to  whether  the  competitors  are  amateurs  or  professionals,  and 
whether  such  competition  be  for  a  prize  or  not,  in  any  athletic 
exercises. 

(b)  Ever  having  competed  for  money  in  any  athletic  exercise. 

(c)  Ever  having  competed  under  a  false  name  in  any 
athletic  exercise. 

(d)  Ever  having  knowingly  competed  with  a  professional 
for  a  prize  in  any  athletic  exercise. 

(e)  Ever  having  taught  or  pursued  as  a  means  of  livelihood 
any  athletic  exercise. 

(f)  Ever  having  directly  or  indirectly  accepted  or  received 
remuneration   for  engaging  in  any  athletic  exercise. 

An  athlete  shall  hereafter  forfeit  his   right  to  compete  as  an 
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amateur,  and  shall  thereby  become  a  professional,  if,  at  any  time 
after  the  foregoing  definition  shall  take  effect,  he  shall — 

(i)  Directly  or  indirectly  receive  payment  for  training  or 
coaching  any  other  person  in  any  athletic  exercise. 

(2)  Directly  or  indirectly  receive  payment  for  services  per- 
sonally rendered  in  teaching  any  athletic  exercise. 

(3)  Directly  or  indirectly  receive  payment  for  services  ren- 
dered as  an  official,  manager,  director,  or  in  any  other  capacity 
at  any  professional  exhibition  or  contest  of  any  athletic  exer- 
cise whatsoever. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  acceptance 
by  an  amateur  of  his  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred  as 
an  official  in  going  to  and  from  the  place  of  any  amateur  contest. 

(4)  Directly  or  indirectly  run,  manage  or  direct,  for  prospec- 
tive profit,  any  professional  exhibition  or  contest. 

An  amateur  shall  not  forfeit  his  right  to  compete  as  an 
amateur,  and  shall  not  become  a  professional,  by — 

(a)  Receiving  compensation  for  services  rendered  as  ticket 
taker  or  ticket  seller  at  any  contest  or  exhibition  of  amateur 
athletics. 

(b)  Receiving  compensation  for  services  personally  rendered 
as  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Manager,  or  Superintendent  of  any  ama- 
teur athletic  club. 

(c)  Receiving  compensation  as  editor,  correspondent  or 
reporter  of,  or  contributor  to,  any  sporting,  athletic  or  other 
paper  or  periodical. 

(d)  Running,  managing  or  directing,  for  prospective  profit, 
any  sporting,  athletic  or  other  paper  or  periodical. 

(e)  Receiving  compensation  for  services  personally  rendered 
as  official  handicapper,  under  the  direction  and  authority  of  any 
amateur  athletic  association. 

(f)  Receiving  from  a  club  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member 
the  amount  of  his  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  traveling 
to  and  from  the  place  of  any  amateur  contest. 

(g)  Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  construed  as  to  consider 
a  man  a  professional  who  has  played  on  a  college  team  against 
a  profe=<iional  team. 
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Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  represent  any  college  or  university 
as  a  competitor  at  an  N.E.I.C.A.A.  meeting  who  is  not  a  mem- 
ber of  that  college  or  university  in  good  and  regular  standing. 

Sec.  3.  A  contestant  having  attended  another  college  must 
be  a  bona  fide  member  of  the  college  which  he  represents  at 
least  one  calendar  year  before  he  can  participate  in  the  games 
of  this  Association. 

Sec.  4.  No  man  shall  compete  for  any  college  having  a  recog- 
nized standing  higher  than  a  preparatory  school  who  has  com- 
peted in  'Varsity  inter-collegiate  athletics  for  four  (4)  years. 

ARTICLE  XI 
The  Treasurer  shall   be   required  to   furnish   a  bond  to  the 
Association    for  an   amount  covering  the   maximum   amount   in 
the  treasury  at  any  one  time  for  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  XII 
The  Referee  for  the  Annual  Field  Meeting  shall  be  selected  by 
the  Executive  Committee  not  later  than  April  ist,  and  he  shall 
name  at  least  two  (2)  officials  for  each  position  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  Annual  Field  Meeting,  and  from  such 
nominations  the  Executive  Committee  shall,  before  April  25th, 
select  the  officials   for  the  Field   Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

amendments 

Section  i.  Changes  in  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  Rules  to 
govern  the  awarding  of  the  championship  cup,  and  Rules  for 
the  government  of  Athletic  Meetings  may  be  made  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  colleges  represented  at  the  Convention  of  the 
Association. 

Sec.  2.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  Constitution 
or  By-Laws,  or  Rules  relating  to  awarding  of  the  cup  and  gov- 
ernment of  all  Athletic  Meetings  unless  a  written  copy  of  said 
proposed  amendment  is  sent  to  the  colleges  of  the  Association 
at  least  four  weeks  before  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 
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TRACK  AND  FIELD  RULES 


ARTICLE  I 
At  the  Annual  Track  and  Field  Meeting  called  for  by  Article 
IV,   Section  6,   of   the   Constitution,   the    following   events   shall 
be  contested : 

lOO-yard  dash  220-yard  low  hurdles. 

220-yard  dash.  Running  high  jump. 

440-yard  run  Running  broad  jump. 

880-yard  run.  Pole  vault. 

One-mile  run.  Putting  the  i6-lb.  shot. 

Two-mile   run.  Throwing  the  i6-lb.  hammer 

120-yard  high  hurdles.  Throwing  the  discus. 


ARTICLE  II 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  shall  have  printed  and  shall  for- 
ward entry  blanks  to  each  college  in  the  Association  at  least 
three  weeks  before  the  Annual  Field  Meeting,  and  all  entries 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  and  shall  bear  a  postmark 
of  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  date  of  the  Field  Meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary,  on  receipt  of  said  entries,  shall  for- 
ward a  printed  list  of  said  entries  to  each  college  in  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  All  protests  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  at  least  four  days  before  the  date  of  the  Field 
Meeting.  Immediately  on  receipt  of  any  protest  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  college  which  the  protested  member  represents, 
with  the  reasons  for  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Eeach  college  may  enter  six  men  in  an  event  and 
start  four. 
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ARTICLE    III 

The  order  of  events  shall  be  as  follows: 


Friday  Afternoon — 3  o'clock 

TRACK    EVENTS. 

I.  440-yard  run,  trial  heats    (eight  men  to  qualify  for  final). 

2  120-yard  hurdles,  trial  heats. 

3.  220-yard  dash,  trial  heats. 

4.  220-yard  hurdles,  trial  heats. 

5.  880-yard  run,  trial  heats  (when  at  least  eleven  men  appear 

at  the  marks). 

In  the  440-  and  880-yard  runs  the  competitor  making  the  fast- 
est time  in  the  trials,  shall  be  given  the  pole  in  the  final  heat 
on  Saturday. 

FIELD    EVENTS 

1.  Putting  the  shot,  trials. 

2.  Running  high  jump,  trials. 

3.  Throwing  the  hammer,  trials. 

4.  Running  broad  jump,   trials. 

5.  Throwing  the  discus,  trials. 

6.  Pole  vault,  trials. 

Each  man  in  the  weights  and  the  broad  jump  shall  have  three 
trials  Friday,  and  the  best  five  competitors  shall  be  allowed  three 
trials  each  on  Saturday  afternoon.  The  best  four^  competitors 
of  the  two  afternoons  shall  be  allowed  three  additional  trials, 
and  the  best  performances  of  the  two  afternoons  shall  decide 
the  contest. 

The  running  high  jump  and  the  pole  vault  shall  continue  until 
but  six  contestants  remain  who  have  cleared  the  bar  at  a  height 
at  which  all  other  competitors  have  failed,  and  these  six  con- 
testants shall  be  allowed  to  compete  on  Saturday. 

In  any  of  the  Field  Events  the  winning  contestant  may  take 
three  extra  trials  for  a  record.

Clerk  of  Course,  with  two  Assistants. 
Marshal,   with   Assistants   if   necessary. 
Starter. 

Four  Judges   of   the   Finish. 
Four  Timekeepers,  one  to  act  as  Substitute. 
Three  Field  Judges. 
Four  Measurers. 
Four  or  more  Inspectors. 
Announcer. 
Executive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  V 
The  duties  of  these  officials  are  hereinafter  specified. 

REFEREE 

He  shall,  when  appealed  to,  decide  all  questions  whose  settle- 
ment is  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Rules.  His  decision 
shall  be  final  and  without  appeal 

In  case  a  race  has  been  drawn  in  heats,  and  no  more  con- 
testants appear  than  enough  to  make  one  heat,  the  Referee  shall 
be  empowered  to  see  that  the  race  is  run  in  one  heat,  but  in  all 
races  requiring  more  than  one  heat  he  shall  see  that  no  second 
man  shall  be  debarred  from  a  chance  to  qualify  in  the  finals. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  prepare  a  sheet  of 
instructions  for  all  of  the  officials  and  managers  and  to  provide 
them  with  the  rules  of  the  N.E.I.C.A.A.,  by  which  they  shall  be 
governed,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  first  day  of  the  Annual 
Track  and  Field  Meeting.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
enforcement  of  all  rules  governing  the  meet. 

SCORER 

He  shall  record  the  order  of  finish  as  furnished  him  by  the 
Judges,  and  the  time  as  furnished  him  by  the  Timekeepers,  He 
shall  keep  count  of  the  laps  in  the  races  more  than  one  lap  long, 
and  shall  announce  by  ringing  of  a  bell  or  otherwise  when  the 
leader  enters  the  last  lap. 

He  shall  record  the  four  winners  in  the  Field  Events  together 
with  their  performances.  He  shall  turn  over  his  records  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  signed  by  himself  and  the 
Judges  of  that  event. 

His  assistants  shall  do  such  portions  of  the  work  as  he  may 
assign  them. 

CLERK   OF  THE  COURSE. 

He  shall  be  furnished  with  an  official  list  of  entries  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Association,  and  he  shall  prepare  these,  assign- 
ing to  each  competitor  a  number. 

He  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  competitors  of  the  start  of 
the  different  events. 

He  shall  draw  the  heats  in  the  events  where  these  are  neces- 
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sary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall  draw  for  positions  on  the  track  in  the  presence  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

He  shall  assign  places  at  the  start  in  accordance  with  these 
drawings  to  such  competitors  as  shall  report  to  him. 

His  assistants  shall  perform  such  of  the  above  duties  as  he 
shall  assign  them. 

MARSHAL 

He  shall  have  full  police  charge  of  the  enclosure,  and  shall 
prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  competitors  from  entering 
or  remaining  therein.  He  shall  control  his  assistants,  and  assign 
to  them  their  duties. 

STARTER 

He  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  competitors  at  the  start 
after  they  have  been  placed  by  the  Clerk  of  Course. 
The  method  of  starting  shall  be  by  pistol  report. 
The  Starter  shall  have  at  least  two  good  cartridges  in  his  gun 
before  starting  a  heat.  An  actual  start  shall  not  have  been 
effected  until  after  the  gun  shall  have  been  purposely  discharged 
after  the  competitors  have  been  warned  to  get  ready.  In  case  of 
accidental  discharge  the  competitors  shall  be  called  back  by 
firing  the  second  cartridge.  The  Starter  shall  be  the  sole  judge 
of  the  start. 

When  any  part  of  the  person  of  the  competitor  shall  touch 
the  ground  in  front  of  the  mark  before  the  starting  signal  is 
given,  it  shall  be  considered  a  false  start. 

Penalties  for  a  false  start  shall  be  inflicted  by  the  starter,  as 
follows : 

lOO-yard  dash  and  120-yard  hurdles — i  yard. 
220-yard  dash  and  220-yard  hurdles — 2  yards. 
440-yard  run — 3  yards 
880-yard  run — 4  yards 
i-mile  run — 5    yards 
2  mile  run — 10  yards. 
These  penalties  shall  be  inflicted  for  the  first  false  start,  and 
again   for  the  second  attempt.     The  third   false  start  shall   dis- 
qualify the  competitor  from  the  event. 
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JUDGES   AT  THE  FINISH 

Two  Judges  shall  stand  at  one  end  of  the  tape  and  two  Judges 
at  the  other.  One  shall  pick  the  winner,  another  the  second  man, 
another  the  third  man,  and  the  other  the  fourth  man,  and  they 
shall  report  their  selections  to  the  Scorer.  In  case  of  disagree- 
ment the  majority  shall  decide.  Their  decision  as  to  the  order  in 
which  the  men  finished  shall  be  final  and  without  appeal. 

FIELD    JUDGES    AND    MEASURERS 

They  shall  measure,  judge  and  record  each  trial  of  each  com- 
petitor in  all  games  whose  record  is  of  distance  or  height.  Their 
decision  as  to  the  performance  of  each  man  shall  be  final  and 
without  appeal.  There  shall  be  eight  measurers :  two  for  the 
hammer  throwing,  discus  throwing,  and  shot-putting  events ;  two 
for  the  high  jump;  two  for  the  broad  jump,  and  two  for  the 
pole  vault.  These  measurers  shall  be  responsible  for  commencing 
their  respective  events  at  such  time  as  may  be  decided  upon  by 
the  Executive  Committee  on  each  afternoon  of  the  Meet,  and  for 
their  continuance  without  unnecessary  delays.  They  shall  excuse 
a  contestant  from  a  field  event  in  which  he  is  taking  part,  for  a 
period  long  enough  to  contest  in  a  heat  in  a  track  event,  and 
allow  said  contestant  to  take  his  missed  turn  or  turns  in  said 
field  event  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  track  heat  They 
shall  see  that  reasonable  opportunities  are  given  to  contestants 
who  desire  to  try  in  two  field  events  that  are  being  contetsted 
at  the  same  time.  To  the  end  that  there  be  no  unnecessary  delay, 
each  competitor  shall  take  his  trial  or  turn  when  called  upon 
to  do  so  by  the  Field  Judge  having  charge  of  the  contest;  and 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  such  Field  Judge,  the  competitor  unreason- 
ably delays  to  do  so,  such  Judge  may,  in  his  discretion,  forfeit 
such  trial  and  have  the  same  tallied  against  the  competitor  as 
one  miss  or  failure. 

INSPECTORS 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  Inspector  to  stand  at  such  point  as 
the  Referee  may  designate;  to  watch  the  competition  closely,  and 
in  case  of  a  claim  of  foul  to  report  to  the  Referee  what  he  saw 
of  the  incident. 
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Such  Inspectors  are  merely  assistants  to  the  Referee,  to  whom 
they  shall  report,  and  have  no  power  to  make  any  decisions. 

OFFICIAL  ANNOUNCER 

He  shall  receive  from  the  Scorer  the  result  of  each  event, 
and  announce  the  same. 

TIMERS 

There  shall  be  four  timers  for  each  track  event.  One  of  these 
shall  act  as  a  substitute,  and  his  watch  shall  only  be  consulted 
in  case  one  of  the  three  other  watches  fails  to  start  or  stop. 

ARTICLE  VI 

COMPETITORS 

Immediately  on  arriving  at  the  grounds  each  competitor  shall 
report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  and  obtain  his  number  in 
the  meet.  He  shall  inform  himself  of  the  times  at  which  he 
must  compete,  and  shall  report  promptly  at  the  start  without 
waiting  to  be  notified.  No  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  start 
without  his  proper  number,  and  must  wear  it  conspicuously  dur- 
ing competition. 

ARTICLE  VII 

TRAINERS 

Trainers,  handlers,  attendants  and  coaches  shall  not  be  allowed 
within  the  enclosure  during  the  progress  of  the  meet.  This  rule 
shall  be  scrupulously  enforced. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

COURSE 

In  all  races  on  a  straight  track,  each  competitor  shall  keep 
his  own  position  on  the  course  from  start  to  finish.  In  the 
100-  and  220-yard  dashes,  courses  for  contestants  shall  be  marked 
out  by  stakes  protruding  two  feet  from  the  ground  and  con- 
nected at  the  top  by  a  cord  or  wire. 

In  races  on  other  than  a  straight  track  a  competitor  may  cross 
to  the  inside  of  the  track  only  when  he  is  at  least  six  feet  in 
advance  of  his  nearest  competitor. 
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After  entering  the  straightaway  of  any  race  he  must  keep 
a  straight  course  to  the  finish  line,  and  not  cross  either  to  the 
inside  or  outside  in  front  of  any  of  his  opponents. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

FOULING 

Any  competitor  may  be  disqualified  by  the  Referee  for  wilfully 
pushing  against,  impeding,  illegally  crossing  the  course  of,  or 
interfering  in  any  way  with  another  competitor. 

ARTICLE  X 

HURDLES 

The  120-yard  hurdle  race  shall  be  over  ten  hurdles,  each  3  feet 
6  inches  high.  The  first  hurdle  shall  be  placed  fifteen  yards  from 
the  scratch,  and  there  shall  be  ten  yards  between  each  hurdle. 
The  220-yard  hurdle  race  shall  be  over  ten  hurdles,  each  2  feet 
6  inches  high.  The  first  hurdle  shall  be  placed  20  yards  from 
the  scratch,  and  there  shall  be  20  yards  between  each  hurdle.  No 
record  shall  be  made  in  a  hurdle  race  unless  the  competitor 
leaves  every  hurdle  standing  after  jumping  the  same.  A  com- 
petitor knocking  down  three  or  more  hurdles  in  a  race  shall  be 
disqualified.  A  competitor  who  trails  his  leg  or  foot  along-side 
any  hurdles  shall  be  disqualified. 

ARTICLE  XI 

JUMPING 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

ARTICLE  XII 

RUNNING  HIGH  JUMP 

The  Field  Judges  shall  decide  the  height  at  which  the  jump 
shall  commence,  and  shall  regulate  the  succeeding  elevations. 

Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  trial  jumps  at  each 
height,  and  if  on  the  third  trial  he  shall  fail,  he  shall  be  declared 
out  of  the  competition? 
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At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial 
in  his  proper  turn ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their 
second  trial  jump  in  a  like  order,  after  which  those  having 
failed  twice  shall  make  their  third  trial  jump. 

The  jump  shall  be  made  over  a  bar  resting  on  pins  projecting 
not  more  than  three  inches  from  the  uprights,  and  when  this 
bar  is  removed  from  its  place  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  trial 
jump.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  three  feet  in  front  of  the  bar,  and 
parallel  therewith,  and  stepping  over  such  a  line  (to  be  known 
as  the  balk-line)  in  any  attempt  shall  count  as  a  balk.  Three 
balks  at  any  trial,  at  any  height,  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump. 

Running  under  the  bar  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump  shall 
be  counted  as  a  trial  jump. 

The  distance  of  the  run  before  the  jump  shall  be  unlimited. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn, 
and  by  so  doing  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height 
declined. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

RUNNING  BROAD  JUMP 

A  joist  eight  inches  wide  shall  be  sunk  flush  with  the  earth. 
The  outer  edge  of  this  joist  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line,  and 
the  measurement  of  all  jumps  shall  be  made  from  it  at  right 
angles  to  the  nearest  break  in  the  ground  made  by  any  part  of 
the  person  of  the  competitor. 

In  front  of  the  scratch  line  the  ground  shall  be  flush.  A  line 
shall  be  drawn  six  feet  in  front  of  the  scratch  line,  and  stepping 
over  such  a  line  in  any  attempt  shall  count  as  a  balk.  Three 
balks  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump. 

A  foul  jump  shall  be  one  where  the  competitor  in  jumping 
off  the  scratch  line  makes  a  mark  on  the  ground  immediately  in 
front  of  it,  or  runs  over  the  line  without  jumping,  and  shall 
count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result. 

The  competition  shall  be  decided  by  the  best  of  all  the  trial 
jumps  of  the  competitors. 

The  distance  of  the  run  before  the  scratch  line  shall  be 
unlimited.

ARTICLE  XIV 

POLE  VAULT 

The  height  of  the  bar  at  starting  and  at  each  successive  eleva- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  the  officials. 

Three  trials  allowed  at  each  height.  Each  competitor  shall 
make  an  attempt,  then  those  v^^ho  have  failed  shall  have  a  second 
trial  in  the  same  order,  and  those  failing  on  this  trial  shall  take 
their  final  trial. 

Displacing  the  bar  counts  as  a  try. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  fifteen  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and 
parallel  with  it ;  crossing  this  line  in  an  attempt  shall  be  a  balk. 
Two  balks  constitute  a  try. 

Leaving  the  ground  in  an  attempt  shall  constitute  a  try. 

A  competitor  may  omit  his  trials  at  any  height,  but  if  he  fail 
at  the  next  height  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  back  and  try 
the  height  he  omitted. 

The  poles  shall  have  no  assisting  devices,  except  that  they  may 
be  wound  or  wrapped  with  any  substance  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  a  firmer  grasp,  and  may  have  one  spike  at  the  lower 
end.  No  competitor  shall,  during  his  vault,  raise  the  hand  which 
was  uppermost  when  he  left  the  ground  to  a  higher  point  on 
the  pole,  nor  shall  he  raise  the  hand  which  was  undermost  when 
he  left  the  ground  to  any  point  on  the  pole  above  the  other  hand. 

Two  poles  shall  be  furnished  by  the  party  under  whose  auspices 
the  meet  is  held,  and,  if  this  party  incurs  any  loss  at  the  Annual 
Meet  through  breakage,  it  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the 
N.E.I.C.A.A.  Contestants  may  use  their  private  poles  if  they  so 
desire,  and  no  contestant  shall  be  allowed  to  use  any  of  these 
private  poles  except  by  the  consent  of  their  owners.  The  poles 
shall  be  unlimited  as  to  size  and  weight. 

Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than 
one  feet  in  diameter  at  the  take-off  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

ARTICLE  XV 

SHOT    PUT 

The  shot  shall  be  a  metal  sphere  with  a  covering  of  any 
material,  and  the  combined  weight  shall  be  i6  pounds. 
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The  shot  shall  be  ''put"  with  one  hand,  and  in  making  the 
attempt  it  shall  be  above  and  not  behind  the  shoulder. 

All  puts  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in  diameter. 

The  circle  to  be  a  metal  or  wooden  ring,  painted  or  white- 
washed, and  sunk  almost  flush  with  the  ground,  and  it  shall  be 
divided  into  two  halves  by  a  line  drawn  through  the  center.  In 
the  middle  of  the  circumference  of  the  front  half  shall  be  placed 
a  stop-board  four  feet  long,  four  inches  high,  and  firmly  fastened 
to  the  ground.  In  making  his  puts  the  feet  of  the  competitor 
may  rest  against,  but  not  on  top  of  this  board. 

A  fair  put  shall  be  one  in  which  no  part  of  the  person  of  the 
competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the  circle,  or  the 
ground  outside  the  circle,  and  the  competitor  leaves  the  circle 
by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be  the  half  directly  opposite  the 
stop-board.  A  put  shall  be  foul  if  any  part  of  the  person  of  the 
competitor  touch  the  ground  outside  the  front  half  of  the  circle 
before  the  put  is  measured. 

The  measurement  of  each  put  shall  be  from  the  nearest  mark 
made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  circumference  of  the  circle 
on  a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  center  of  the 
circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall 
be  counted  as  trial  puts  without  result. 

One  shot  shall  be  furnished  by  the  party  under  whose  auspices 
the  meet  is  held,  and,  if  this  party  incurs  any  loss  at  the  Annual 
Meet  through  breakage,  it  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  N.E.I. 
C.A.A..  Any  contestant  may  use  his  private  shot,  if  correct  in 
weight  and  shape ;  in  which  case  the  other  contestants  must  also 
be  allowed  to  use  it  if  they  wish. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

THROWING  THE   HAMMER 

The  hammer  head  shall  be  a  metal  sphere,  and  the  handle  shall 
be  made  of  wire.  Such  wire  must  be  best  grade  spring  steel 
wire  not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  or  No.  36 
piano  wire,  the  diameter  of  which  is  .102  inches.  If  a  loop  grip 
is  used,  it  must  be  of  rigid  construction.    The  length  of  the  com- 
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plete  implement  shall  not  be  more  than  four  feet,  and  its  weight 
not  less  than  sixteen  pounds. 

The  competitor  may  assume  any  position  he  chooses,  and  use 
either  one  or  both  hands. 

All  throws  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in  diameter, 
the  circle  to  be  a  metal  or  wooden  ring,  painted  or  whitewashed 
and  sunk  almost  flush  with  the  ground. 

A  fair  throw  shall  be  where  no  part  of  the  person  of  the  com- 
petitor touches  the  circle  or  the  ground  outside  the  circle,  and 
the  competitor  leaves  the  circle  by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be 
that  directly  opposite  the  half  occupied  by  the  competitor  at  the 
moment  of  delivery,  and  shall  be  designated  by  an  imaginary  line 
drawn  through  the  center  of  the  circle  at  right  angles  to  the 
direction  of  the  throw. 

Touching  the  ground  outside  of  the  circle  with  any  portion 
of  the  body  while  the  hammer  is  in  the  hand  shall  constitute 
a  foul. 

Foul  throws  and  letting  go  of  the  ham.mer  in  an  attempt  shall 
count  as  trial  throws. 

The  measurement  of  each  throw  shall  be  from  the  nearest 
mark  made  by  the  fall  of  the  head  of  the  hammer  to  the  inside 
circumference  of  the  circle,  on  a  line  from  the  mark  to  the  center 
of  the  circle. 

The  number  of  trials  and  methods  of  decision  shall  be  the 
same  as  in  the  running  broad  jump. 

Two  hammers  shall  be  furnished  by  the  party  under  whose 
auspices  the  meet  is  held,  and,  if  this  party  incurs  any  loss  at 
the  Annual  Meet  through  breakage,  it  shall  be  reimbursed  by 
the  N.E.I.C.A.A.  Any  contestant-  may  use  his  private  hammer, 
if  correct  in  weight  and  length;  in  which  case  the  other  con- 
testants must  also  be  allowed  to  use  it  if  they  wish. 

ARTICLE  XVII 

THROWING   THE  DISCUS 

The  A.A.U.  discus  shall  be  used  at  the  Annual  Meet. 
The    circle    for    throwing    the    discus    shall    be    similar   in    all 
respects  to  that  for  the  i6-pound  hammer  throw.

In  making  his  throw  the  competitor  may  assume  any  position 
he  pleases,  the  rules  governing  a  "fair  throw"  to  be  the  same 
as  in  the  hammer  throw. 

One  discus  shall  be  furnished  by  the  party  under  whose  aus- 
pices the  meet  is  held,  and,  if  this  party  incurs  any  loss  at  the 
Annual  Meet  through  breakage  it  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the 
N.E.I.C.A.A.  Any  competitor  may  use  his  private  discus  if 
it  conforms  to  the  rule,  in  which  case  other  contestants  shall 
be  allowed  to  use  it  if  they  wish. 

The  measurements  of  each  throw  shall  be  made  from  the 
nearest  mark  made  by  the  fall  of  the  discus  to  the  inside  circum- 
ference of  the  circle  on  a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  discus 
to  the  center  of  the  circle. 


ARTICLE  XVIII 

INNER    GROUNDS. 

No  person  whatever  shall  be  allowed  inside  the  track,  except 
officials,  competitors  taking  part  in  any  event  in  progress  at  the 
time,  and  such  photographers  as  the  management  of  the  meet 
may  deem  it  advisable  to  admit.  There  shall  be  a  special  bench 
provided  for  the  press,  and  they  shall  be  restricted  to  this  place, 
not  being  granted  the  liberty  of  the  field.  Only  press  men  duly 
authorized  and  badged  by  the  management  shall  be  allowed  here. 


ARTICLE  XIX 

TRACK 

The  measurement  of  the  track  shall  be  eighteen  inches  from 
the  inner  edge,  which  edge  shall  be  a  solid  curb  raised  three 
inches  above  the  level  of  the  track. 


ARTICLE  XX 
When  an  event  is  reduced  to  the  final  it  shall  be  contested  in 
the  place  on  the  program   designated    for  the   final   and  not  in 
the  place  designated  for  trial  or  semi-final  heats. 
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ARTICLE  XXI 

RECORDS 

A  record  of  the  N.E.I.C.A.A.  shall  be  a  record  made  at  any 
stated  athletic  meeting  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XXII 

DISPUTES 

Any  case  in  which  a  dispute  shall  arise  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association.

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I 

DUTIES   OF   OFFICERS 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and  in  his 
absence,  of  the  Vice-President,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  audit  all  bills  of  the 
Association, 

Sec.  2.  The  President  of  the  Association  shall  act  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  but  in  his  absence  the  Com- 
mittee shall  choose  a  temporary  Chairman  from  their  own 
number. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  to 
issue  all  notices  of  meetings,  and  to  keep  a  true  account  of  the 
annual  Field  Meetings  of  the  Association.  Such  an  account  shall 
contain  a  record  of  all  points  won,  by  whom  won,  all  records 
made,  and  by  whom  made.  He  shall  also  provide  for  the  entries 
as  set  forth  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution.  He  shall  send 
out  the  official  score  of  the  meet  to  all  members  of  the 
Association. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and 
to  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep 
an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  him  for  the 
Association,  and  his  accounts  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspec- 
tion by  any  officer  of  the  Association.  He  shall  pay  out  money 
belonging  to  the  Association  only  on  the  written  order  of  the 
President.  The  Treasurer's  report  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
audited  at  the  Annual  Convention  by  a  committee  of  three 
appointed  by  the  Chair. 

Sec.  5.  The  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
not  be  elected  from  men  in  the  senior  class  at  their  respective 
colleges.  ^ 
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Sec.  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  assume  entire  control 
of  any  athletic  meetings  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  pre^ 
scribed  in  Article  IV,  Sections  5  and  7  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  7.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  called 
by  the  President  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary. 

ARTICLE    II 

ORDER    OF     BUSINESS 

Section  i.  The  order  of  business  in  the  Annual  Convention 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Roll. 

2.  Reading    and    adopting    of    minutes. 

3.  Unfinished  business. 

4.  Reports    of   committees. 

5.  New  business. 

6.  Election  of  officers. 

7.  Adjournment. 

Sec.  2.  Parliamentary  proceedings  of  this  Association  not 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  governed  according  to  Roberts' 
Rules  of  Order. 
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CHAMPIONSHIP  CUP  RULES 


ARTICLE  I 

The  championship  cup  shall  be  awarded  to  that  college  of 
the  New  England  Inter- Collegiate  Athletic  Associat[on 
which  shall  have  been  declared  champion  according  to  the  con- 
ditions set  forth  in  Article  II  below. 

It  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  such  college  until  the  next 
Annual  Field  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  i.  The  college  shall  be  champion  which  shall  win 
a  plurality  of  points  in  the  Annual  Field  Meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Points  shall  be  counted  as  follows :  For  first  place, 
five  points ;  for  second  place,  three  points ;  for  third  place,  two 
points ;  for  fourth  place,  one  point. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  case  of  a  tie  the  sum  of  the  point  for  the 
places  tied  for  shall  be  divided.  In  the  case  of  a  tie  for  first 
place  and  second  place  the  medals  shall  be  recast  and  made  as 
follows:  One-half  gold  and  one-half  silver  if  two  men  tie;  or 
one-third  gold,  one-third  silver  and  one-third  bronze  if  three  men 
tie.  If  more  than  three  men  tie  for  first  place,  gold,  silver  and 
bronze  combination  medals  shall  be  made  for  each.  If  two  or 
more  tie  for  second  place,  silver  and  bronze  combination  medals 
shall  be  made  for  each.  If  men  tie  for  third  place,  bronze 
medals  shall  be  furnished  to  each 

Sec  4.  In  case  two  or  more  colleges  score  an  equal  number 
of  points,  if  one  of  these  colleges  shall  have  been  champion  for 
the  previous  year,  that  college  shall  continue  to  hold  the  cham- 
pionship and  the  cup  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sec.  5,  But  in  case  neither  of  the  colleges  tied  holds  the 
championship  at  the  time,  its  award  shall  be  held  in  abeyance, 
and  merely  the  names  of  the  colleges  that  make  the  tie,  together 
with  the  date  of  the  performance,  shall  be  inscribed  on  the  cup, 
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and  the  cup  shall  be  kept  for  that  year  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
New  England  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Association. 

ARTICLE  III 
In  case  at  any  time  the  New  England  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  shall  be  dissolved,  the  permanent  award  of  the  cup 
shall  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE   IV 
All  disputes  in  regard  to  the  possession  of  the  cup  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  New  England  Inter- 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association. 

ARTICLE  V. 
After  the  cup  shall  have  been  competed  for  the  designated 
number  of  years,  it  shall  become  the  permanent  property  of  the 
college  winning  it  the  greatest  number  of  times.  In  the  case  of 
a  tie  the  permanent  award  shall  be  held  over  for  decision  by  the 
result  of  the  next  Annual  Field  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Section  i.  Twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  shall  be  appropriated 
annually  for  the  purchase  of  a  banner  to  be  presented  to  the 
champion  college. 

Sec.  2.  The  official  medal  of  the  Association  shall  be  that 
used  at  the  1908  Annual  Field  Meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  official  medal  in  gold,  silver  and  bronze  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  winners  of  first,  second  and  third  places  respec- 
tively in  the  Annual  Field  Meeting. 

Sec.  4.  A  standard  gold  record  medal  to  the  value  of  fifteen 
dollars  ($15.00)  from  the  same  die  as  the  official  medal  shall  be 
presented  to  any  competitor  who  shall  lower  an  Association 
record. 

Sec.  5.  The  standard  official  badge  shall  be  that  adopted  by  the 
1909  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  This  standard  official  badge  shall  be  given  to  all 
regularly  approved  officials  at  any  stated  athletic  meetings  given 
by  the  Association. 
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The  committee  appointed  to  draw  this  Constitution  desires  to 
acknowledge  its  indebtedness  for  much  of  the  material  to  the 
former  constitution  of  the  Association,  which  was  drawn  by  the 
following  men:  D.  F.  McMurtrie,  M.I.T.,  Chairman;  W.  H. 
Hoch,  Williams ;  and  H.  W.  Cowee,  Dartmouth.  The  two  sets 
of  Amendments,  Changes,  and  Additions  to  the  Constitution, 
Track  and  Field  Rules,  and  By-laws  of  the  Association  compiled 
by  H.  S.  Benson,  M.I.T.,  and  E  M.  Daland,  Brown,  have  been 
incorporated  in  this  revised  edition. 
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RULES    FOR  CROSS-COUNTRY  RUN 


Tentative  Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  Annual  Cross- 
country Run,  drawn  up  by  the  following  committee :  M.  L. 
Waterman,  M.I.T.,  Chairman;  H.  S.  Benson,  M.I.T.;  E.  M. 
Daland,  Brown;  D.  R.  O'Brien,  Holy  Cross,  and  R.  C.  Peters, 
Amhersc. 

The  Annual  Cross-Country  Run  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  date  of  the  Cross-Country  Run  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Executive  Committee  not  later  than  June  loth  each  year.  (The 
N.E.I.C.A.A.  Cross-Country  Run  in  1912  shall  be  held  on  the 
Saturday  preceding  that  on  which  the  I.C.A.A.A.xA..  run  is  held.) 

1';  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify  all  the  asso- 
ciate colleges  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  Cross-Country 
Run. 

The  Referee  for  the  annual  Cross-Country  Run  shall  be 
selected  by  the  Executive  Committee  not  later  than  October  ist, 
and  he  shall  name  at  least  two  officials  for  each  position  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  annual  Cross-Country  Run, 
and  •-  from  such  nominations  the  Executive  Committee  shall, 
at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  run,  select  officials 
for  the  run. 

The  eligibility  rules  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Association  shall  apply  to  all  contestants  in  the  Cross-Country 
Run. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  assume  entire  control  of  the 
annual  Cross-Country  Run  and  shall  decide  all  protests. 

The  Secretary  shall  have  printed  and  shall  forward  entry 
blanks  to  each  college  in  the  Association  at  least  three  weeks 
before  the  annual  Cross-Country  Run.  All  entries  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  and  shall  bear  a  postmark  of  at 
least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  date  of  the  run.  Accompany- 
ing the  entries  there  shall  be  a  statement  from  the  manager  of 
the  team  and  a  member  of  the  faculty  having  in  charge  the 
scholastic  standing  of  the  students,  or  from  persons  occupying 
corresponding  positions,  to  the  effect  that,  to  the  best  of  their 
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information  and  belief,  the  students  entered  are  eligible,  under 
the  rules  of  the  Association,  to  compete  in  the  annual  Cross- 
country Run. 

The  Secretary,  on  receipt  of  said  entries,  shall  forward  a 
printed  list  of  said  entries  to  each  college  in  the  Association. 

All  protests  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  four  days  before  the  date  of  the  Cross- 
country Run.  Immediately  on  receipt  of  any  protest,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  notify  the  college,  which  the  protested  member  repre- 
sents with  the  reasons  for  the  same. 

Each  college  may  enter  twenty  (20)  men,  start  seven  (7),  and 
score  five  (5). 

The  length  of  the  course  shall  be  not  more  than  five  (5) 
miles  nor  less  than  four  and  one-half  (4^)  miles. 

That  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  champion  which  shall 
score  the  lowest  number  of  points. 

Points  shall  be  counted    as  follows : 

First  place  shall  count  one   (i)  point. 

Second  place  shall  count  two   (2)  points. 

Third  place  shall  count  three  (3)  points,  and  so  on;  each 
contestant  having  scored  against  him  a  number  of  points  repre- 
sented by  the  place  in  which  he  finishes. 

Each  competing  member  of  the  Association  shall  have  scored 
against  it  the  total  of  points  tallied  by  the  first  five  (5)  con- 
testants competing  for  such  member. 

A  banner  shall  be  presented  to  the  champion  college  each 
year,  the  cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00). 

There  shall  be  presented  to  the  scoring  members,  of  the  win- 
ning team,  gold  medals;  of  the  second  team,  silver  medals;  and, 
of  the  third  team,  bronze  medals. 

The  officers  of  the  Cross-Country  Run  shall  be : 

One   Referee. 

Four  Judges  of  the  Finish, 

One   Starter 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course,  and  as  many  Inspectors,  Assistant 
Clerks  of  the  Course  and  Scorers,  as  the  Referee  may  request.

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Standard  Policy 


A  Standard  Qyality  must  be  inseparably  linked  to  a  Standard  Policy. 

Without  a  definite  and  Standard  Mercantile  Policy,  it  is  impossible  for  a 
Manufacturer  to  long  maintain  a  Standard  Qyality.

— As  manufacturers,  we  can  proceed  v^ith  confidence  in 
purchasing  at  the  proper  time,  the  very  best  raw  materials  required 
in  the  manufacture  of  our  various  goods,  well  ahead  of  their 
respective  seasons,  and  this  enables  us  to  provide  the  necesssary 
quantity  and  absolutely  maintain  the  Spalding  Standard  of  Quality. 

All  retail  dealers  handling  Spalding  Athletic  Goods  are  requested  to  supply 
consumers  at  our  regular  printed  catalogue  prices — neithermore  nor  less — thesame 
prices  that  similar  goods  are  sold  for  in  our  New  York,  Chicago  and  other  stores. 

All  Spalding  dealers,  as  well  as  users  of  Spalding  Athletic  Goods,  are  treated 
exactly  alike   and  no  special  rebates  or  discriminations  are  allowed  to  anyone. 

This  briefly  is  the  "  Spalding  Policy,"  which  has  already  been  in  successful 
operation  for  the  past  13  years,  and  will  be  indefinitely  continued. 

in  other  words,  "  The  Spalding  Policy  "  is  a  "  square  deal  "  for  everybody.
